In innumerable cases which have come under my 
notice, there has been not the remotest loophole of 
escape, and it has seemed perfectly obvious that the 
criminals have commi the crimes, knowing full 
well they are bound to receive a term of 
imprisonment. 

o those who have not come in contact with these 
criminals, such conduct scems, to say the least of it, 
absolutely, insane; but the few who have been 
intimately associated with wrong-doers of every 
description, from murderers and hooligans down to 
“kleptomaniacs” in the richer classes, and “thieves” 
in the poorer classes, are not puzzled as to the reasons 
for actions, which, viewed superficially, seem quite 
inexplicable.

experience has taught me, is nothing more nor less 

than a disease, a mental disease, which compels those 

who suffer from it to commit all sorts and kinds 
of illegal actions. 

Cases innumerable in this class of criminal have 
come under my notice. I remember a certain highly- 
respectable young clerk of good character, and with 
every prospect of doing well, being a for pick- 
ing pockets on the top of an omnibus. On the face 
of it the charge seemed an absurd one, and his 
employer bore testimony to the clerk’s integrity, 
while both his father and ‘mother expressed them- 
selves as absolutely convinced that some serious 
mistake must have been made by the police. 

In order, therefore, to procure more evidence, the 
young man was remanded for a week; but on the 
very day on which he should have come up before the 
magistrate, he was appearing at another police court, 
cha with picking pockets on Hampstead Heath on 
Sunday afternoon. 

What possible poe can a term of imprisonment do 
to a wrong-doer of this class? None; absolutely none. 
For he is suffering from a form of disease which 
literally forces him to commit illegal actions; and 
he is as powerless to cure himself of this baneful 
malady as is a leper to throw off his leprosy. : 

HOW JUSTICE IS DISTORTED. : 

In cases of this sort, as I have said, imprisonment 
is worse than useless, and I think our laws should be 
more discretionary, and should be sufficiently elastie 
to allow “the powers that be to commit such wrong- 
doers to a stay in some place where, providing they 
have means, they can support themselves. For, 
obviously, the thefts have been committed, not with 
any idea of personal gain, but mere; use 
so-called criminals cannot help themselves. : 

And there is still another reason, which is no’ 
inconsiderably responsible for crime—the absurd an 
cruel law which jumbles all its prisoners together, 
and metes out the same treatment to every one of 


them, irres of the 
gravity of the action they have committed. 

Thus, the man who, in a weak moment, has com- 
mitted some illegal action, and is sentenced to a term 
of imprisonment, is lodged immediately alongside a 
hardened criminal, who, from long experience of the 
interior of his Majesty's prisons, has come to look upon 
jail as homo. ; 

The former suffers tortures which only those who 
have expericnced the horrors of imprisonment for the 
first time can adequately realise. The latter —aave 
for his loss of freedom—is really scarcely incon- 
venienced at all. And yet, both criminals suffer 
almost identically the same treatment. ‘ 

Surely such an obvious distortment of justice should 
be rectified, nay, must be rectified, if the true obj 
of imprisonment is to have any effect. Crime, it must 
de remembered, is not a sort of thing which can be 
treated in every case in almost the same way, and, 
paradoxical though it may sound, our laws in many
